the cololnal secretary as to tlid war ait- 
nation. He weiit cu to point out that 
Cape Colony was now invaded, and 
over-run with Boers; and he asked what 
prospect there was of repgllmg the Su- 
vaders; what the condition of Cape Col- 
ony would be after the w ar; what was 
the prospect of famine as a result of 
the government "policy of devastation." 


Mr. Chamberlain replied that farm 


burning had been entirely abandoned 
»nd replaced by the policy of concentra- 
tion camps. He contended that these 
w«re humane and satisfactory Institu- 
tions, as had been shfwn by the fact 
that thousands of Boers came into them 
voluntarily. 


"The government ll*8 the best reasons 


to believe," continued the colonial secre- 
tary, "that a vast majority of the Boers 
acknowledge themselves beaten and 
would gladly surrender and resume 
peaceful pursuits, but for the compara- 
tive handful of irreconciliables, who are 
carrying on a guerilla war that Is rapidly 
degenerating into brigandage and ab- 
solute murder. Lord Kitchener is ade- 
quately dealing with the problem by 
establishing blockhouse cordons within 
which the peacefully inclined can safely 
settle and be protected." 


.Regarding the announcement by Lord 


Kitchener that Commandant Kritzinger 
had declared hid intention to shoot all 
natives iu British employ, whether 
armed, or unarmed, Mr. Chamberlain 
said the government had telegraphed 
Lord Kitchener to inform the Boer lead- 
er that such acts were contrary to civ- 
ilized usage, and that all guilty persons 
of this class, if captured, would be court- 
martiailed and executed. 


"There seems to ba an Impression 


that we have come to some sort of an 
agreement with the Boers," said Mr. 
Chamberlain in another portion of his 
speech, "that natives are not to be em- 
ployed In this war; but there is no such 
agreement, 


"Incursions into the protected dis- 


tricts must be more severely dealt with, 
If there is to be 'sniping1 of soldiers from 
behind hedges and even of women. 


"If things have changed form bad to 


worse in Cape Colony," he continued, 
"It is because the Cape rebels have 
found rebellion a Cheap, interesting and 
even amusing performance. Then, there 
has been mistaken leniency, and this 
was the policy in the past. 
- "Botha. I)e "VVet and Schalk-Burger 
do not say that the war was caused by 
the raid. 
They say they are fighting 


lor their independence. It is nonsense 
to speak of offering terms to men who 
say it must be a fight to the finish. This 
is now the policy of the government." 


The debate was continued after Mr. 


Chamberlain's speech and the amend- 
pient to reduce the salary of the colonial 
secretary was rejected by a vote of 154 
to 70. 


The house then took up other subjects

Venezuela and Colombia Are Both 


Deeply lBT$lved In Strife 


Washington, Aug. S.—The political sit- 


uation in the neighboring republics of 
Venezuela and Colombia, in South 
America, and tie possibility of war be- 
tAveen these two states is attracting con- 
siderable attention in diplomatic circles. 
Should war actually result, the au- 
thorities iu each country would not only 
hai e to deal %v ith their foreign enemies, 
bat also with their domestic foes, as 
each of the countries now has what 
practically amounts to a civil war on its 
hands. 
Neither the Colombian nor the 


Venezuelan legation here has much di- 
rect information, and the cable reports 
are exceedingly conflicting.

is being ftivaded by Colombia. The rev- 
olution, headed by Dr. Galviras, who 
crossed the Venezuelan border from Co- 
lombia, where he,had made refugCj is 
said to be in no sense an invasion by 
Colombians. -Dr. Qalviras belonged 
to the party ot Andrade, who was over- 
thrown by Castro. 


No, definite .information has been re- 


ceived here regarding the whereabouts 
of General Urine, ^rho, In turn, is head- 
Ing a movement against the present gov- 
ernment in Colombia, from the Vene- 
zuelan side.

whereabouts was that he was at Mar-

06!umbus, 0., Aug. 3.—Ci-psceus, the 


champion of the trotting turf, added 
more laurels to his fame yesterday by 
trotting a mile in 2:02 1-4, reducing by 
half a second his week-old record of 
2:02 3-4, made at Cleveland a week ago. 


In the over-night pool sellings great 


deal of money went into the box at odds 
of $25 to ?17 on time against the trotter. 
At the track, awing to the fierce wind, 
the odds against the horse increased tQ 
$25 to ?8, but tne backers of Creseeua 
were game, and took the short end a$ 
long as pools were sold. 


George Ketcham appeared 
on the 


track with Cresceus a little before 3 
o'clock. 
The champion jogged three 


miles slower than three minutes, and 
one in 2:22. An hour later, he came out 
again, and, after scoring several times, 
stepped a mile in 2:25. 
Still later he 


worked out for the last time in 2:15 1-2. 
He evidently had great power in reserve, 
and the vast throng waited patiently for 
the great test. 


It was evident that the wind would 


not decrease before dark, and at 5:40 
the stallion was brought out for the last 
time. 
On the fifth score Ketclmm 


nodded for the word, but Cresccus was 
not in his stride, and he pulled up at the 
first turn to try it again. 
Down to the 


wire he rushed, the runner two lengths 
behind, and this time it was a go. 


Gamely facing the breeze, the cham- 


pion started on his journey, moving wi'h 
apparent ease, and at his greatest speed. 


• The runner caught him at the quarter 
and a shout went up as the time was 
shown to be a quarter of a second less 
than 30. Now the wind was at his 
back, and, realizing the 
advantage, 


Ketcham kept him at his great clip. The 
half-mile pole was passed in 50 3-4 sec- 
onds, a record never before attained, 
and here the second runner caught him 
np. The three-quarter pole was reached 
In 1:301-4. 


Then came the great trial, for as 


Cresceus turned into the stretch, the 
bitter wind beat him in trse face and 
held him back.

Bishop Littlejohn of Long 


Island Diocese Dropped 


Dead in Williamstown 


WAS A SUMMER 
GUEST MERE 


Stricken With Apoplexy This Nion as 


He Was Crusting the Lawn. A 


Leader in Religious Life of 


the Country

Littlejohn, D. D. LL. D., bishop of tha 
Episcopal diocese of Long Island, died 
very suddenly at noon today in tha 
Greylock hotel in WiSliarnstown, wjiero 
he was passing his vacation. The 
cause was apoplexxy. 


Bishop Littlejohn had been to the 


barber shop in the hotel, and was 
crossing the lawn to go to the home 
of H. E. Pellew. When near the side- 
walk he complained to his valet, who 
was with him. 'of a diaay feeling, and 
almost immediately ha reeled and fell 
into the arms of his valet. Several 
guests of the'hotel were on the piazza, 
and thinking that he had simply faint 
ed, they rushed to his aid with a chair 
He was carried to his room, where he 
lay unconscious. Dr. F. W. Olds was 
summoned and reached the room with 
in a very few moments, but Bishop 
Littlejohn disd 15 minutes from the 
time of the shock, without regaining 
consciousness. 


There were with him at the time of 


his death his daughter, Mrs. William 
Park Bird of Cottage City, L. I, and 
her husband, who has been Bishop Lit 
tlejohn's assistant in the cathedral 
there. 


The body will be take to Garden City 


tomorrow morning/and the 
funeral 


will be held there. Mrs. Bird will go 
to Pittsfield this evening to stay with 
relatives, and will join her husband on 
the way to New York tomorrow morn 
ing. 


Bishop Littfejohn was not widely 


known to the people of Williamstown, 
not having been there before a week 
ago, when he came to the Greyl'ock for 
his vacation with his daughter and 
son-in-law. Rev. Dr. Backus, one of 
the standing committee of the diocese, 
was also with him at the Greylock. 
plans were being made to have him 
preach 'one Sunday in St. John's 
church ai Williamstown oe'^re his re- 
turn. He was to have gone to Sara- 
toga for a few days this afternoon. 


Bishop Littlejohn was elected bish- 


op of the Long Island 'diocese in 1887. 
He was a native of New York 
state, 


and a graduate of Union college. He 
studied theology at Princeton and at 
the General theological seminary in 
New York. He was rector for manv 
years of St Paul's church in 
New 


Heven and of H/tfy 1'rfnity 'church !n 
Brooklyn. He was first trained for tha 
•Presbyterian faith but changed to the 
Episcopal as the result of personal con 
vic^Jon. 


A short time before his election to 


the Long Island diocese he was elected 
bishop of the Central diocese <~f New 
Ycrk, but declined this election. ^ 


His election as bishoo of tfcs Lons; 


Island diocese came in 1867. 
Under 


his administration the diocese had de- 
veloped remarkably, 
esTDoeia'ly *the 


institutions of Garden City, the cath- 
edral city of the diocese.. Purin? his 
term of office th<? A. T. Stewart for- 
tune was left to buiia UD the institu- 
tions of the city, including the cath- 
edral, which though not large is one of 
the 
most beautiful from an artistic 


point of view in the country. 


He was a man of great grasp of mind 


large knowledge, eloquent and a fine 
preacher. In him was combined the 
preacha?, theologian, 
administrator 


and a church statesman. 


He is said to have been the author 


of the famous overture made to au 
the Protestant churches, wtlh a view 
of bringing about a greater" Christian 
upity.. 
He was also the author of 


many books. 


He leaves in addition to his dauch- 


ter, Mrs, Bird, another daughter, Mrs 
Wesson of Brooklyn.

Speedy Automobiles^ 
For Washington's Fire Chiefs. 


ICLUOH TO AiTEE WHITE HOUSE. 


Colonel L. 8. J9tn»a«m Make* ThU 
Report «• Proposed Cnang-ea In the 
BaUdl»B—WaablnKtom Monument'! 
Electric Elevator—Xegro Folice- 
nau Who Arrested President Grant 
to Be Retired. 
Fire departments all over the country 


• will be interested in knowing that the 
department in Washington has at last 
decided to provide its chief and his 
assistants with automobiles, says the 
New York Post The vehicles, five in 
number, are now building in New 
York and will be ready for delivery by 
autumn. 
An automobile of like de- 


sign was recently put to a severe test 
in Hartford with such good results 
that it was purchased by that city. 


The machine to be used in Washing- 


ton will be known as a "chief's wag- 
on." It resembles somewhat the pic- 
tures of the French racing automo- 
biles and was specially devised for 
the use of fire and police chiefs. Speed 
has been a prime consideration in its 
construction, but not at the expense of 
durability, so that the new vehicle is 
much heavier than the ordinary racing 
motor and yet will maintain a speed 
of 25 miles an hour aa long as the bat- 
teries stored In front and behind can 
be depended upon. The motor is so 
constructed that it may run at four 
speeds, 7, 10, 15 and 20 miles an hour. 
The highest speed is to be used only 
in emergencies, a gait of 15 miles an 
hour being considered as fast as is 
necessary on ordinary occasions. The 
vehicle has attached to the rear a 
tool chest la which a small portable 
searchlight may be carried. With this 
the person operating the machine can 
throw a brilliant glare upon any build- 
log where the smoke is dense, and by 
attaching a reel of wire the light may 
be taken into a building and used to 
illuminate Interiors when the ordinary; 
lights have gone out 


The recent Installment of a new elec- 


tric elevator In the Washington mon- 
ument at a cost of $26,000 adds another 
noteworthy attraction to that land- 
mark. Inasmuch as the present lift is 
the largest for passengers in the Unit- 
ed States and the most complete in de- 
tail of any in the world, says the New 
York Sun. It ascends to a higher al- 
titude than any "single pull',' elevator 
in existence. In size and carrying ca- 
pacity it ia-second only to the mam- 
moth elevator ia the Eiffel tower at 
Paris. It will accommodate 35 per- 
sons, and its mechanism permits ft to 
travel at a uniform rate of 100 feet per 
minute. Thus the distance from the 
bottom to the top of the shaft, 500 feet, 
to covered in about five minutes. 


So numerous and skillful are the de- 


vices intended to Insure safety that, so 
far as the engineers and electrical ex- 
perts can see, there is positively no 
way in which an accident can occur. 
The car may be controlled by a wheel, 
a button or a lever, all of which are at 
the hand of the operator, any one of 
which will cause immediate response 
on the part of' the conveyance. The 
car's motion is so accurately "timed" 
that it cannot go faster than at a rate 
of 103 feet per minute without being 
checked by one or more of the auto- 
matic safety arrangements, and when 
stopped irregularly it cannot again pro- 
ceed until everything has been put to 
rights by the electricians, whose head- 
quarters are hi the basement who may 
be notified by means of a telephone in 
the car. 
"ColonerijTsrBinghamT In charge of 
buildings and grounds, has made a re- 
port of the items of expense in the pro- 
posed extension of the White House, 
writes the New York Journal's Wash-

W. H. West, the colored policeman of 


Washington who achieved notoriety in 
the seventies by arresting General U. 
S. Grant, then president of the United 
States, for fast driving and who was 
then saved from dismissal through the 
Intercession of President Grant will be 
retired shortly after 30 years' service 
on the Washington police force, says 
the New York Sun. West's retirement 
is the direct result of his conviction re- 
cently on a charge of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer. 


He had previously in the years of his 


service been before the police board 21 
times for violations of the police regu- 
lations, but always managed to escape 
dismissal. It hhs been West's boast 
for many years that a life position wes 
given him by General Grant and that 
be could not be discharged. After his 
recent conviction sentiment sequred bis 
retirement Instead.of dismissal..

"There are nc American merchants 


In Canton," says Consul McWada, 
wi'ting to the state department at 
Washington from Canton, China, "and 
there Is no record in this consulate of 
Buy having registered at the other 
treaty ports within this consular dis- 
trict, but inquiries are frequent from 
American manufacturers and business 
men generally as to the possibility of 
the sale of tb.«ir respect! ye products 
and wares, the prices likely to obtain 
and the names of responsible Chinese 
or other firms as prospective custom- 
ers. 
These Inquiries are usually ac- 


companied by illustrated and descrip- 
tive brochures, sometimes by leaflets 
and often by trade Journals, in which 
the goods are generously and profusely 
advertised. Chinese merchants do not 
see those advertisements, pamphlets, 
etc., and if they did could not read them 
or understand their purport The only 
Importers who can understand them 
are the British, the French and Ger- 
mane, -who naturally give a decided 
preference to the goods consigned to 
them from their own countries and 
will only accept American, articles 
when their own cannot meet them in 
price, demand, ingenious workmanship, 
etc. 


"Proper samples, however, tell their 


own story and help a consul wonder- 
fully in pushing trade or rather In cre- 
ating a demand which in time may be- 
come remunerative. I am about to set 
aside a part of the consulate for the 
public exhibition of all samples for- 
warded to me. At present the space 
which I will be able to give for that ob- 
ject will necessarily bo limited, but I 
hope in the near future to have ample 
exhibition room to accommodate all 
consignments as well as visitors, Chi- 
nese and otbeM.'; ^ --- ------

charge of Aguinaldo in Manila from 
tbe time of hia arrival Jast March in 
the Vlcksburg to the time of Mallory's 
departure in July. No American per- 
haps knows more' about the leader of 
the Filipinos than does Mallory, who 
occupied a room fn the same building 
with him and had daily chats with the 
Insurgent leader. 


"Agninaldo te a shrewd young man," 


•aid Mallory to a reporter of the New 
'iYork Sun, "and Is apparently loyal to 
'the United States since taking the oath 
of allegiance. With him are bis wife 
and two children, Migaei, a boy of G 
^years, and a baby daughter. He la 
'quite devoted to them. I read in the 
newspaper? some time ago that little 
'Miguel had died, but that was an er- 
ror. 


"Agninaldo is in good health. Noth- 


ing waa ever said by those in authori- 
ty while I was in charge of the prison- 
er as to what would ultimately be done 
with him. He has comparative free- 
dom upon the premises where he la 
confined and has fun charge of bis 
own household arrangements. 


"Aguinaldo devotes the greater part 


of his time to studying. He learns rap- 
Idly and can converse fairly well with 
simple words. 
He delights to speak 


English with his Filipino friends who 
Understand the tongue, but when oth- 
ers are near he refrains from airing | 
fcls limited vocabulary. It will not bei 
long, however, until be will be able to 
speak well. 


"Surveillance is not so strict now as 


before he took the oath of loyalty. He 
baa even been accorded the privilege 
of driving about the city in company/ 
iwitb an American officer, but has nev- 
er availed himself of it," preferring to 
remain within the grounds, where he 
wafts in the garden for out of door ex- 
ercise.

Officer* to Be Summoned Froat All 


Over the Wcrl* t» Appear mt the 
Heariftic-4'att Prom A»l«tlo Station. 
Court Will tie Held IB Bichly Ap- 
pointed Room. 
Now that an official investigation of 


tbe Sampson-Seuley controversy has 
been ordered no expense will be spared, 
as It IB the purpose of the secretary of 
the navy to get every possible fact hav- 
ing any bearing on tbe Santiago cam- 
paign over which disputes have arisen 
before the court of inquiry, says a spe- 
cial dispatch from Washington to the 
New York World. Every officer whose 
testimony will be of the slightest value 
will be summoned to Washington, 
•whether on duty on the Astatic station 
or in Europe. 


The meetings of the court are to be 


held in the most richly appointed apart- 
ment of the navy department, the 
floors of which are covered with ex- 
pensive carpets, the walls elaborately 
decorated and hung with valuable 
paintings of former secretaries and 
•which is furnished with mahogany ta- 
bles, settees and big easy chairs up- 
holstered xin leather. 


Tbe naval regulations provide that 


officers of the navy traveling under or- 
ders In the United States shall be al- 
lowed 8 cents per mile while so en- 
gaged in lieu of their actual expenses. 
Officers traveling to the United States 
from a foreign station will receive sub- 
sistence pay at the rate of from 80 
cents to $1 per day If traveling on a 
naval vessel or on an army transport, 
but as very few of the officers sum- 
moned from foreign countries can trav- 
el on government vessels actual travel- 
ing expenses will be allowed for the 
tea voyage and 8 cents per mile for 
snch part of the journey as is made by 
rail. A naval officer coming from the 
Philippines to San Francisco on a mer- 
chant vessel would receive about $300 
for the sea voj age, $250 for the jour- 
ney from San Francisco to Washing- 
,ton and the •same retmniDg to his post

before the Schlcy court of inquiry and 
their present stations are as follows. 


Captain Cook of the Brooklyn, at Aa- 


napolis; Captain Clark of the Oregon, 
League ibiand, Captain Chadwlck of 
Admiral Sampson's flagship, the New 
York, Ne-nport; Rear Admiral Evans of 
the Iowa, Washington, at present on a 
yachting trip, Rear Admiral Higgm- 
son of the Massachusetts, now in com- 
mand of the north Atlantic station; 
Llentennut Commander Wainwright, 
commander of the Gloucester, now su- 
perintendent of the Naval academy at 
Annapolis; Lieutenant Sharp of the 
Vixen, on duty on the training ship 
Hartford, somewhere off the coast of 
Sweden; Admiral Sampson, Boston; 
Lieutenant Staunton, Sampson's flag 
lieutenant, now in command of Yank- 
ton, in Porto Rican waters; Lieutenant 
Commander Sears, Schlej's flag lieu- 
tenant, hydrographic office. Now York; 
Lieutenant Wells, Schley's secretary, on 
the 
Kearsarge; Lieutenant Marsh, 


Sampson's secretary, on the Mayflow-

Although Admiral Schley has a right 


to challenge any member of tbe court 
for cause, it is believed by his friends 
the personnel of tbe court will be high- 
ly satisfactory to him. It is agreed in 
Washington that it is about the best 
that could be assembled. 


The secretary said recently that all 


witnesses on foreign stations whose tes- 
timony might be required would of 
course be ordered to Washington. De- 
partment officials see DO reason why 
officers of Ccrvera's squadron cannot 
be properly Invited to appear before 
the court to give testimony, but doubt 
is expressed at Washington if any of 
Ccrvera's officers would care to respond 
to a request1 for their presence.

Selectmen" Mel Officers of the Berk. 


shire Company and Talked Over 


the Situation, 
What Some 


of (he Officials Say 


The Cheshire street railway mix-up 


is now a question of authority between 
the selectmen of the town and the 
state highway commission. The Berk- 
shire company, whose laid on the to\vn 
and speedy building of rails was re- 
ported yesterday, claims to have au- 
thority from the commission to lay 
rails through the disputed territory. 
The' selectmen, 
on the other hand, 


claim that under'the agreement of the 
town with the Berkshire and Pittsfleld 
companies, the authority to build the 
track could .not be given by the high- 
way commission in - any 
way that 


would break the agreement. The offi- 
cials of the Berkshire company also 
maintain that the agreement with the 
town of Cheshire gives either company 
the right to build this stretch of track 
when it shall have a "continuous 
route" from Pittsfleld to that point, 
and that they obtained the "continuous 
route" when they secured the cintin- 
uous right of way. This is one of the 
points on which the case will turn. 


The 
Cheshire selectmen 
held a 


meeting last evening, at which a num- 
-ber of officials of the Berkshire road 
were present. 
A lengthy conference 


was held in which the situation was 
gone over at length. Among those 
present for the Berkshire road were 
president Giliett, Treasurer Eaton, 
Lawyer Hibbard and Franklin Wes- 
ton^at Dalton, one of the directors. 


President GiUett had with him a 


'copy of the permission from the state 
highway 
commission to baild 
the 


tracks from the junction \>f the Lanes- 
boro and reservoir roads to the corner 
of South and Main streets. ^ This, he 
claimed, was full authority for doing 
what the company had done, accord- 
ing to its franchise and the locations 
aproved by the board of selectmen on 
July 24 at Cheshire. 
The selectmen 


had on that day approved of the entire 
route of the Berkshire street railway 
company in the town of Cheshire. 


No decision was reached at last eve- 


ning's 
conference in regard to the 


matter, and today Chairman Dean of 
the 
selectmen went to Pittsfield to 


consult with 
the attorney 
of 
the 


selectmen, 
ex-Mayor 
Hawkins 
of 


Pittsfield, and with other men in^er- 
ested in the matter. 


In connection with the dispute, the 


text of the franchise given by Ches- 
hire to the two roads will be of in- 
terest. The following is taken from 
i*.ie franchise of the Berkshire com- 
pany. 
The franchise 
given to the 


Pittsfield company reads exactly the 
same with the exception of the names 
of the road, 


"A location over so much of the lo- 


cation herein granted as is included 
between the junctidn of the old taneg- 
boro and reservoir roads and the ter- 
minus in Main stret opposite the town 
hall having heretofore 
been 
also 


granted to the Pittsfield st-eet rail- 
way company, so _called, it is under- 
stood and agreed that the company 
whteh shall first have constructed its 
tracks, poles, wires and 
appliances 


therein shall permit the other company 
to use and operate its cars on and by 
means of said tracks, poles, wires and 
appliances, on such terms as may be 
agreed upon between such companies, 
or shall' be fixed or approved by the 
board of railroad commissioners. 


"Said 
Berkshire 
electric 
railway 


company shall not enter upon any part 
of the aforesaid portion of its location 
for the purpose of doing any 
work 


thereon until it shall have completeu 
to the satisfaction 'of the selectmen 
a continuous route for the operation 
of its cars from the Lanesboro town 
line northerly to the junction of the 
old Lanesboro and reservoir roads." 


AS will be seen by the wording of the 


franchise, the "continuous loute" re- 
ferred to must be "to the satisfaction 
'of the selectmen." 


Walter F. Hawkins, counsel for the 


selectmen, says that whatever techni- 
cality can be raised out of the words, 
"a continuous route" the understand- 
ing was plain and the clause was or- 
iginally understood alike by both the 
officials of the two companies, the se- 
lectmen and himself. The completion 
of the road for the operation of cars 
was what all agreed upon as the mean 
ing of this wording. - 


An official 'of the Pittsfield company 


said yesterday that his company had 
secured all the rights that the Berk- 
shire company had exxcept that the se 
lectmen had approved of its location 
only to the corner of South and Main 
streets not approving the Main street 
location. He said that this approval 
of the Main street location by the se- 
lectmen had been an oversight on the 
part of the selectmen of Cheshire and 
had been discovered after the aproval 
of the locations had been signed. The 
Berkshire company he had been told 
by the Cheshire selectmen, had agreed 
not to take the advantage of the ap- 
proval of the location of tne road on 
Main street. 


Tho Pittsfleld company has its right 


of way along the state highway lay 
out approved as had the Berkshire 
company and its operations north from 
Lanesboro had been 6nly in strict ac- 
cordance with the provisions of its 
franchise. 
\ 


The officials of the Pittsfield com- 


pany in general believe that it is "up 
to the selectmen of Cheshire to make 
some move1 to oust the Berkshire com- 
pany from the road that it has seized. 


Mr. Dean said this afternoon that 


there was no change in the situation, 
and that no more work was being done 
on Main street in Cheshire. Nothing 
more will be done till next week. 


The HOOMC Valley Itoiul 


President C. Q. Richmond of 
the 


Hoosac Valley Street Railway 
com- 


pany said today that on Monday, En- 
gineer Locke with assistants will be-
